Toast Sandwiches.—Slices of carefully 
made toast should be split, and the soft 
part sprevd with mayonnaise, chopped 
game or poullry. Form into small sand- 


wiches, and serve on a dainty d’oyley,

five pounds of sugar and two ounces of 
essence of spruce, Let it cool, when 
inilk-warm add a gill of yeast.

Apples and raisins make an excellent 
and nourishing sweet. Choose a dozen 
nice, sound cooking apples, then clean 
thoroughly a quarter as many raisins as 
apples, and pour over them one quart 
of boiling water, Let the raisins steep 
till “swollen, stene, and mix wilh the 
apples. Cook until tender, when sugar 
should be added to taste, 

Baked Cod.—Procure a good piece of 
the middle cut of the cot, and divide it 
into steaks three-quarters of an inch 
thick. Mix together two tablespoonfuls 
cf salad oil, a pinch of cayenne pepper, 
a teaspoonful each of chopped parsley, 
chopped gherkins and shallot. Skin and 


pone an anchovy, pound il finely, and 


add to the mixture with a squeeze of 
lemon juice. 

A simple ginger wine is made as fol- 
lows: ‘Take one ounce of tartaric acid, 
five drachms of essence of ginger, three 
drachms of essence of capsicum. To 
make, pour over five quarts of boiling 
water on to three pounds of loaf sugar, 
When dissolved and cold, add the other 
ingredients and colcr with a little burnt 
sugar, 

Cheese Pie.—If you wish a good, tasty 
supper dish try this: Cut up half a loaf 
>f{ bread in small dice. Bulter a pie-dish, 
and fill it with alternate layers of bread 
and mild cheese, which is cut thin and 
sprinkled with pepper and salt. Beat 
two eggs slightly, and add to three-quar- 
ters of a pint of milk. Pour the cuslard 
over the whole, and bake steadily till 
the cheese is soft. Serve hot. 

Doughnuts.—Sift a pound cf flour, 
and see that il is quite dry. Add a table- 
spoonful of caster sugar and a sallspoon- 
fu' of salt to the flour, Into another 
basin put half a pint of hot mille and 
ore ounce of fresh butter; when the but- 
tor is dissolved and the milk only luke- 
warm, add half an ounce of yeast. Make 
a hole jn the middle of the flour, stir in 
the liquid by degrees, adding an egg and 
beating the whole until the batler is quite 
smooth. Stand in a warm place to rise 
for eight or fen hgurs, and then heat 
some frying fat. When boiling so fast 
that a bluo smoke js thrown ff, drop in 
a spoonful of dough at a time, Pry till a 
hght brown, and serve at once, ~

Abdallah’s pile alone have sufficed, 
But it is equally true that had he not 
been a very rich man, he would never 
have got the chance to make good with 
his majesty. He died a year or lwo ago. 

Albert, the eldest brother and Arthur 
the youngest, were only a degree or 
two less intimate with King Edward 
while he was still Prince of Wales than 
was Reuben. It was an unprecedented 
thing for the prince to show such strong 
partiality for three members of the 
same family. Albert, the former Ab- 
dallah, was made a baronet through 
the influence of the prince. He died in 
1896. and his son Edward succeeded to 
the title and the royal favor. 

Sir Edward added considerably to his 
inheritance by marrying the enormous- 
ly rich daughter of 
BARON GUSTAVE DE ROTHSCHILD 
It was a very different sort of wedding 
from that of his aunt in Bombay, which 
has been described. It was the sociely 
event of the season. The King, then 
still Prince of Wales, was present. 
Nothing showed more strikingly how 
far the family had advanced since its 
flight from Bagdad some 60 years ear- 
lier, 

After his father’s death Sir Edward 
sold the Queens Gate mansion and 
bought the showy house in Park Lane 
—London's  millfonaire's row—which 
has been built by Barney RBarnato, 
Barney committed suicide before it 
was ready for his occupancy. He had 
mastered tho art of making money, 
but not of getting enjoyment out of 
it His Park Lane house was a mon- 
strosity of ostentatious bad taste. Sir 
Edward wrought a great transforma- 
tion in its interior and made it a fit- 
ting place for the entertainment of 
royalty. 

Sir Edward has been a member of 
Parliament since 1900—a° Conservative, 
of course. He goes in for imperialism 
ond painting as much of the map of 
the world red as possible. There isn't 
much of the old Bagdad patriarch 
about him. If he puts enough money 
into his party's war chest, say any- 
thing from $200,000 to $300,000, he will 
no doubt obtain a peerage some day. 

Arthur Sassoon, now that Reuben is 
dead, is the prime favorite of the King 
among the family. And Arthur studies 
tu please the King. It was that which 
led him some years ago to lease Tul- 
chan Lodge of the Dowager Countess 
of Seafield. Tulchan Lodge affords the 
finest grouse shooting in Scotland.

Sixty Million Merrings Landed at Yar- 
mouth One Day Recently. 


There were remarkable scenes at Yar- 
niouth, England, the other day. The 
flown was full of herrings. It is esti- 
mated that 60,000,000 fish were landed 
from the boats, and prices dropped to 
as low as 2s. 6d. per cran of 1,000 her- 
rings—thirty-three for a penny. 

The work of unloading proceeded that 
night along a stretch of nearly three 
miles with the aid of flare lamps. Hun- 
dreds of horses and carls were occupied 
lill past midnight carting away fish to 
the curing houses, and the Highland her- 
ring girls, pursuing their rvork with the 
afa of naphtha torches, lightened their 
labors by singing choruses, 

Some bceals were diverted to Grimsby 
lo ease off the pressure. Hundreds of 
baskets and barrels filled with her- 
rings had to remain all night.on the 
quays. Every man in want of a job was 
able to find one during the day. 

One firm report that the averago catch 
of their fleet of a hundred boats was 
130,000 fish. The sea under the influence 
of a good tide and a full mocn seemed 
teeming with herrings.

It is also stated that the work will 
be rushed on next season between 
Smith's Falls and Toronto, and that 
by the end of 1908 the company will 
have a double track all the way from 
Montreal to Toronto. 

As has already been done between 
Vaudreuil and Smith's Falls, the 
curves will be greatly improved and 
the grades very considerably lighten- 
ed. Itis, in fact, the intention of the 
engineers engaged on the work that 
when the whole is completed the 
C.P.R, can attain the highest speed 
and draw the heaviest loads over their 
line between’ the commercial capital 
and the City of Toronto. 

When an existing line is double- 
tracked the increased traffic neces- 
sitates a general revision of the toad- 
bed itself, curves ave straightened and 
grades cut down and divisions made 
to inceease the efficiency of the line.

makes her selection—the so-called choice 
cuts, the porterhouse and sirloin steaks, 
and the rib and loin chops are easily 
cooked and very palatable, and yet, if 
properly prepared with a little more 
care, there are many good pieces of meat 
that contain less wasle and more nu- 
tritive value and may be purchased ‘dr 
one-half the price paid for the steaks 
and chops. The woman who fs willing 
fo spend the time and pains In prepar- 
1ing these meats for her table will find 
them quite as relishing as any in the 
market, It must be admitted that they 
are not so easy, and it is a great lemp- 
tation to spend the extra money and 
serve a nice lilile meal with very ¢mall 
effort, Many families dine exclusively 
upon these choice and simple though 
expensive, cuts of meat, 


However, as an example: A nice breast 
of lamb, which costs from 8 to 12 cents 
a pound, stewed slowly, then set aside 
to cool until the crust of fat rises, may 
bo served after removing the fat and 
making a@ cream gravy, to the most fa- 
stidious, A shoulder of lamb, careful- 
ly roasted after the bone is removed 
and a good dressing inserted is quite 
equal to a leg of lamb and some deem 
il even sweeter meat, The leg of lamb 
will cost about three times as much 
money.

add One and one-half pints fresh coun- 
try buttermilx. Line the pte tins with 
pastry, slice an apple thin and lay mn 
each pie and fill the crust with the mix- 
ture; bake with no upper crust.

CHINA NEEDS THE FOREIGNER. 


Left to Herself She Did Not Exploit Her 
Own Resources. 


It has been asserted that China is so 
rich in natural resources that she could 
supply all needs without going beyond 
her own boundaries, fer, resources un- 
doubtedly are vast, if she énly knew how 
fo exploit them. 

Yet, according to the British Consul at 
Foochow, writing in the Review of the 
Far East, China produced very few 
articles capable of adding much to the 
country's wealth until foreigners came to 
take a hand, ‘Those she did produce 
were practically only two—tea and silk. 

Here, too, the undesired alien could 
not be entirely eliminated, It was the 
circumstance that the alien was ready to 
barter his silver for tea and silk which 
gave these products their value as wealth 
producers. Moreover, China fs not at the 
present day, as she was In the past, the 
only country where tea Is procurable ; 
silk also fs to be had elsewhere, 

Young China may say with a swagger 
that he will produce tea for his own 
drinking and silk for his own wearing 
and be content to forgo the stranger's 
silver. But how is he then to pay for the 
hundred and one articles which he has 
learned to consider essential? For Wes- 
tern education has brought with il Wes- 
lern tastes. 

He cannot even make for himself out 
of Chinese tobacco the eigaretles he loves 
to smoke. In the year of trouble, 1900, 
n Foochow official who had gone to Pe- 
kin to have audience of the Emperor, 
and who on May 13 narrowly escaped 
from the Boxers, told me that one of his 
great hardships was that the Boxer bands 
outside the capital through whom he had 
to make his way searched his person 
closely and made i.m discard anything 
of European make, which things in- 
cluded handkerchiefs, buttons and the 
like, He added plaintively: 

“~hey would not let me keep my 
packels of cigarettes.” 3 

In cigarettes wo have one of the few 
articles which China can manufacture 
without going abroad for the wherewilh

MORE DEAD 'FHAN ALIVE. 


Fer four days and sleepless nights the 
wife moved aboul in her cetlage with 
the knowledge that somewhere, almost 
right under her feet, her husband was 
slowly dying. The agony of it was a 
Iittle too much for lhe woman, so thal 
when they brought him back fo her it 
was o long time before she could realize 
that it was her husband who had re- 
turned to her in the flesh from the grave. 

When-the top ofthe chamber in which. 
be was working caved In and caused a 
rush of culm and water fram the surface, 
relays of workmen toiled unceasingly 
to reach McCabe. Shortly after midnight 
the following Wednesday the rescuers 
detected a scratching noise which told 
them that McCabe was still living, and 
with renewed vigor fresh reliefs were pu! 
to work wiih the result that at 5 o'clock 
Wednesday morning he was reached. 

McCabe was more nearly dead than 
alive’ when * reached, He had not 
changed his position from the lime the 
rush occurred, as he feared that by moy 
ing about another rush of culm might 
start which weuld end his life. 


PRAYED FOR WIPE AND “KIDS.” 


After he realized thal he was saved 
an¢é had recovered a __ little of his 
strength, McCabe told this story of his 
experience 

“When the shot went off il took down 
the whole roof for 120 feet, they tell me. 
The slush coming down put amy lighi 
oul. If | had been six inches farther out 
I would have been caught.

FROM THE CENTRAL EXPERIMENTAL 
FARM, OTTAWA, 1907-8. 


By instruction of the Hon. Minister 
of Agviculture a distribution is being 
made this season of samples of superior 
sorts of grainand potatoes to Canadian 
farmers for the improvement of seed, 
The stock for distribution has been 
secured mainly from the Experimental 
Farms at Indian Head, Sask., and 
Brandon, Man. The samples consist 
of oats, spring wheat, barley, Indian 
corn (for ensilage only) and potatoes 
The quantity of oats sent is 4 Ibs., and 
of wheat or barley 5 lbs., sufficient in 
each case to sow one-twentieth of an 
acre. The samples of Indian corn and 
potatoes weigh 3 Ibs. each. A quan- 
tity of each variety has been secured 
for this distribution, 

Only one sample can be sent to each 
applicant, hence if an individual re- 
i a sample of oats he cannot also 
receive one of wheat, barley, Indian 
corn or potatoes, Lists of names from 
one individual, or applications for 
more than one sample tor one house- 
hold, cannot be entertained, The 
samples will be sent free of charge 
through the mail. 

Applications should be addressed to 
flip Dinector of Experimental Farms, 
Ottawa, and may sent in any time be- 
fore the 15th of Februa after which 
the lists will be closed, so that the 
samples asked for may be sent ont in 
good time for sowing. Applicants 
should mention the variety they pre- 
fer, with a second sort as alternative.

As one Jooks at him il is very 
evident that, nothing can slop Maxi- 
ee am Harden in any course he chooses 
to pursue except a dynamite cartridge. 

As to Harden's career, he was sailor, 
Actor and vagabond before he became 
& journalist. It was in 13888 that he 
hegan to wrile as a free lance for the 
Berlin papers under the characteristic 
pen name ‘of “Apostata,” an indication 
that he had renounced everything in 
Which he formerly believed. 


When Prince Bismarck was dismiss- 
ed in 1890 Warden took up the ex- 
Chancellor's cause and secured his 


| personal friendship. 

In 1892 he started a weekly paper, 
Die Zukunft (The Future}, its avow- 
ed object being {fo tell the truth to the 
Emperor about his country and his 
court, no matter what the consequenc- 
es might be; 

The consequences in this country of 
“lese majeste’’ were inevitable. Har- 
den has been- dragged into court a 
score of times, has been cast into 
jail and his paper has been denied 
the places of public sale. But Har- 
den has fought on, his paper has 
lived, he has prospered and to-day he 
is the great’ journalist of Germany 
6nd has smashed the @amarilla. 
STORY OF THE CAMARILLA. 


In the Summer of 1887 the German 
Emperor, then Prince William, was 
hunting in East Prussia. Among the 
members of the hunling party was 
Count Philip zu Eulenburg, then in 
his fortieth year. He was a very at- 
tractive man, handsome and elegant, 
® fascinating talker and was already 
known as a successful poet and dra- 
matist, allhough professionally he was 
A diplomatist.~ At that time all Ber- 
lin was talking of his drama, “Der See- 
Stern,” which was attracting crowded 
houses at the Berlin Theatre, More- 
over, everybody was reading his 
“Sdald Ballads* and “Rose Songs, 
and especially his “Northland Songs,” 
which were already in their hundredth 
edition, 

The Prince and the Count speedily 
found common ground {fn their arlis- 
fiz tastes. They became firm friends, 
and in the following year the Prince, 
who had meanwhile become Emperor, 
Spent a holiday in the North Sea and 
the Baltic with his new friend, explor- 
ing the scenes which had inspired his 
“Northland Songs.” This was the be- 
nning of the Bulenberg Camarilla. 
Count Philip is of a noble house of 
great antiquity which seltled in Pom- 
erania some threei centuries ago. He 
was born on February 12, 1847. Early 
in life he found a difficully in settling

soldier, and he served with distinction 
in the 1866 and 1870 campaigns, win- 


ning the Iron Cross for an act of con- 
spieuous bravery in carrying despatches 
through a hail of bullets. He then 
studied law in Leipsig and Strasburg, 
and passed his examination with bril- 
Nant After acting for three 
years os “Auskullator’ and “Referen- 


der” he abandoned the courts for diplo- 
macy.

Strange and. pathetic are many ol 
the stories connectéd with the origin ol 
famous hymns, In some cases, how- 
ever, “ficlilious romances have ‘been 
built around the beautiful words sung 
in our chapels and churches, says Lon 
con Til-Bits, For many years it was 
believed that Cowper's “God Moves in 
i Mysterious Way” was written as an 
oulpouring of the poets soul jn grati- 
tude for the frustration of Nis attempted 
suicide in October, 1773. ‘The fact. 
however. thal this hymn has been found 
in a MS. in which the Jatest date is 
August, 1773, proves that il was vwril- 
{en before Cowper's allempt on his life 

Then, again, it is a popular belie! 
that Augustus Toplady wrote “Rock o! 
Ages” while sheltering from a storm 
belween two limestone rocks in 14h 
Mendips. No proof of the story 1 
forthcoming, “however, and consequrent- 
jy if must be accepted wilh caution. 
Bul tere is no doubt that the author 
<i “Christians, Awake,” John Byrom. 
composed that magnificent hymn as 4 
Christmas gift to his fayorile daugh- 
ler, Dorothy, for he inscribed upon the 
MS., 

“CHRISTMAS DAY FOR DOLLY.” 

It was characteristic of the late Bish 
cp Bickersteth, who wrote “Peace, Per- 
fect Peace,” that he always found it 
easiest to express in verse whatever 
subject was uppermdst in his mind. 
One day he heard a sermon delivered 
by Canon Gibbon, vicar of Harrogate. 
on the text—“Thou will keep him ‘n 
perfect peace whose miad is slayed on 
Thee,” and shorlly aflerwards went to 
visit an aged and dying relative, Arch- 
deacon iil], of Liverpool. Bishop 
Bickersteth found the Archdeacon some- 


What troubled in mind, and, it being 
natural to him to express in verse the

Re Christmas Decorations and 
' Displays. 


The chief of the Madoe Fire De- 
partment received the following com- 
munication from the Secretary of the 
Canadian Fire Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion re Christmas Decorations and 
Displays :— 

“Following our usual custom at 
this season of the year I beg to call 
your attention to the dangers to life 
and property from Christmas decora- 
tions, displays, etc., which are fre- 
quently made at this time of the year. 
The use of Christmas greens, harvest 
spécimens and other inflammable 
materials such as draperies, scenery, 
cotton to represent snow, and the like, 
(especially in connection with electric 
and other lighting system), is decided- 
ly an increase of hazard, it being im- 
possible to make displays of that 
nature perfectly safe.” 

The third Statutory Condition of 
your insurance policy reads in part as 
follows :— 

“Any change material to the risk, 
but within the control or knowledge 
of the assured, shall avoid the policy, 
as to the part affected thereby, unless 
the change is promptly notified in 
writing to the company or local 
agent.” 

In addition to the danger to property 
from the displays referred to, the 
danger to life in crowded stores or 
places of meeting, by reason of a panic 
occasioned by a fire, even though it be 
small and easily controlled, is so great 
that the Underwriters, who have 
made a study of such hazards, would 
fail in their duty should they not give 
this warning. ,

In Morocco human beings are bought 
and sold every week in the market place 
like so many cattle or pieces of me~chan- 
dise. There one can buy a slave. as 
easily and inexpensively as one can pur- 
hase clothes in another country. 

There is no infamy or degradation al 
tached to being engaged in the slave 
{rade in Morccco, Some of the most 
respected citizens have made their for- 
tunes in this way, Indeed one of the 
best known chiefs, a firm adherent of 
Mulai Hafid and a man standing high 
among his fellow men for his unfailing 
integrity, courage and kindness, has 
amassed a princely fortune by the com- 
merce in slaves. 

Bach year, at the head of a band of 
his men he makes a voyage into the 
region cf the Niger and secures lwo or 
three thousand negroes and negresses, 
who are picked out from their fellow- 
countrymen with greatest care, and 
these he brings back to be sold at the 
auctions three times a week at Fez and 
Marrakesh, 

These auctions or slave markets are 
conducted in the most orderly and digs 
nifled manner. In a great court belaveen 
two arcades are seated the buyers in a 
circle. Beneath a central platform the 
slaves are grouped, and a very sleek 
and happy looking crowd they are for 
the mosh part. 

The sale is always opened by a Govern- 
ment official, who mounts the platform 
and wilh loud and fluent oratory calls

A would-be purchaser may ) 
up on the platferm also and examine 
more closely the slave he is considering, 
He feels the texture of the skin, mus- 
cies, ete., and even puls his finger into 
the slave's mouth to see that the leeth 
ais all there and in good condition. All 
this time the crowd look on with intense 
interest and patience, since they are well 
aceustcemed to the long discussion be- 
tween buyer and dealer, and are pre- 
pared to spend the whole day in the 
market place. 

Each slave carries around his neck a 
document setting forth the names of his 
previous owners and the prices paid for 
him at different sales, and this document 
is to him what a pedigree is to a full- 
hlooded horse, It adds very much to the 
value Gf a slave to have always belonged 
fo great noblemen who have a repula- 
tion for having slaves of worth, or to 
families who are known to treat and 
train their slaves well. So, of course, 
this list is one of the first things taken 
into consideration. 

The price paid for the negroes varies 
greatly. An ordinary young negress 
sells for $50; but. if she has learned to 
cook, she will bring $100, A very super- 
jor cook brings $160; a pair of little 
boys, $50; a mulatto girl, $30; a 
strong young negra, $60. Sometimes in 
the dull season a whole family.young 
father, mother and child, can be bought 
for $34.

There is no network 
of railways there to make travelling easy, 
th: only means of locomotion for the 
ordinary workingman is Shank's pony.

On the farms—or “slations'’—a certain 
amount of casual labor is always re- 
quired for the repair of fences or slock- 
yards, or thee utling down of trees, and 
in breeding, reaping, and shearing 
seasons. Some means must, therefore, 
be found of securing a “constant sup- 
ply,” and that is why the squatters 
make a practice of giving 
FREE QUARTERS FOR ONE NIGHT 


to all applicants for work, They know

In the 
ccuntry districts of New Zealand, if you 
don’t like work, you can live like a 
fighting cock for nothing, so long as you 
are prepared tc keep on the move, You 
see, a Squatter never knows when he 
may find hinislf in a hole for labor. A 
man may leave, or something may hap- 
pen that necessitates the hasty engage-

tacked on to them for the doing of 
same, Only one warning would be 
sufficient. and to those who would re- 
fuse to comply with the request of one 
appointed to enforce the by-law, an 
example could be made, and we can 
safely say a repetition of the warning 
would he quite unnecessary.

A quar- 
rel seemed to have arisen through the 
refusal of the deceased, though of ma- 
ture years, to submit to initiatory riles 
which technically made him a “young 
man.” ‘The wilnesses were careful to 
speak of him always as a “boy, 
though it was testified that 


HE HAD A FEW GRAY HAIRS. 


The actual conflict between the two 
men was conducted with much of the 
punctilio of a duel. Each of them was 
armed with what is commonly called 
the | “double boomerang”; strictly 
speaking, it should rather be called a 
elub in boomerang form. It is a large 
and somewhat heavy weapon, not in- 
tended as a missile at all, but used lo 
inflict a blow which must be delivered 
only against the head. . The inviolabie 
etiquette of such encounters demands 
that each combatant in turn shall bend 
his head to the attack, not attempting 
to repay it until he has steadily suf- 
fered- his own chastisement. Blow 
thus, solemnly alternates wilh blow, 
until the man with the stronger arm 
and harder head is left the viclor. In 
this ordeal Billy Lee succumbed. 

The witnesses in this trial were, of 
course, mainly Aborigines themselves, 
for the crime was committed in one 
of their camps. ‘Their demeanor was 
extremely nervous... Again and again 
they had-to be exhorted to hold up 
their heads and to speak clearly. Gne 
of ‘them. a slreag man with dents up- 
9m his herd suggesting a long experi- 
ence of boomerang duels, fainted in the 
ourse of giving his evidence, and an- 
«ther collapsed as soon as he had left 
the box. Later witnesses were there- 
fore allowed to sit, and were frequent- 
ly refreshed by a glass of water, which 
they would empty ata single gulp. 
Their evidence was given in pidgin 
English, interpreted by a police inspec- 
for, who was Protector of Aborgines 
for that district. 

The counsel for the defence had the 
adyantage of having lived for some 
time among the blacks when a boy, 
nd could consequently make himself 
easily understood by them. 


“YOU YABBA LONGA ME NOW,”

ply, fifty years hence, when the popula- 
ion within ils area will be more than 
doubled, as a step toward the solution 


of the problem the ‘board js now erect- 

ing in varfous paris of London large 
reservoirs 

The experts of the Water Board cal- 

culated that by 1916 the population of 

London will be 8,000,000, and that by 


the year 1960 it will be 16,000,000, 
Whence is to come the unpolluted 
water to supply that vast aggregation 


of human beings? That ts the very 
serious question for the present authori- 
ties to answer for the sake of coming 
generations, 

G. G. Easton, Mayor of Fulham, 
and a member of the London Water 
oard, told a newspaper reporter the 
other night that the matter was re- 
ceiving the very earnest attention of 
the board, “At present,” he said, 
“London's water comes principally 
from the Thames, taken out between 
Hampton and Staines. I! is possible 
that with the increase of people and 
new mesns of commumication, the 
Thames valley may have a population 
of 2,000,000, 

“Will it then be possible to draw up- 


on that necessarily polluted water for 
A-supply? Shall we have to go further 
up the river for it? If so, how far up 
the river will it be practicable for us 
to go? These are some of the questions 
we have to deal with. Fifty-five per 
cent. of our water comes from the

WORLD'S HIGHEST BUILDING. 


‘From Basement to Flagstaff the Height 
is 740 Feet. 


At the corner of Broadway and Lib- 
erty Street, New York, stands a large 
block of offices known as the Singer 
Office building. “To this is being built 
an extension which, when completed, 
will be the tallest structure in the 
world, the Eiffel Tower alone excepted; 
since the vertical distance from the 
pavement to the base of the flagstaff 
on the peak of the roof will be 612 ft. 

Including basement and foundatioris 
the total height of ‘this “skyscraper” 
may be set down at 740 ft. The build- 
ing contains forty-nine floors, thirty- 
five af which helong to a huge tower, 
60 feet square in plan, that springs out 
of the main mass of the block. The 
aveight of the tower alone approaches 
19,000 tons, The entire building con- 
tains about 934 acres of floor space, 
and when fully occupied will accom- 


"modate some 6,000 people. 


To promote the comfort of this huge 
army of ‘business folk, there will be in- 
stalled 15,000 incandescent lamps, six- 
teen elevators, and sufficient steam-en- 
gines, dynamos, pumps, and air com- 
pressors to equip a large factory. 
Where so many storeys have to be 
served, some of the elevators are “lo- 
cal,” others “express"—the last for the 
uppermost floors. The pace at which 
the elevator moves plays havoc with 
the constitutions of some of the at 
tendants after a while. 

A “tower” of offices offers peculiar 
constructional difficulties, Cross-brac- 
ing from side to side with diagonal 
{ies such as are used in the Eiffel Tow-! 
er is rendered impracticable by the 
need for having large window spaces. 
At the same time means must be adopt- 
ed for enabling the structure to with- 
stand the hurricanes which occosional- 
ly visit New York.

Bake in 
n steady oven cne hour, Make gravy 
afler taking from pan, Garnish with 
{vied apples. 

Shrewsbury Cakes.—Beat four ounces 
of butter to a cream, add the same quan- 
tity of sifted sugar, and mix well to- 
gether; beat one egg, and add it with 
six ounces of flour and half a teaspoon- 
ful of carraway seeds; leave for a short 
time, then rell out very thin, cut into 
rounds, and bake in a moderate oyen, 

For Pancakes,—1x three bealen eggs, 
one pint of milk, a little sall, and sufti- 
cient flour to make a thin batter, Grease 
fn omelette pan, pour in sufficient batter 
to coat it to the thickness of a penny, 
and shake the pan fo prevent its stick- 
ing. When one side is browned, toss and 
cook the other, Roll up on a paper, sift 
Sligar over, and serve very hot. 

Macaroni Soup.—Boil a handful of 
broken macaroni and a large onion in a 
quart of milk and water for an hour. 
Take out the onion, and add a breakfast- 
cupful of tomato puree. Season the soup 
with while pepper and salt, and just be- 
ferc sending to tablo add a gill of cream, 
of, if that be not possible, a piece of but- 
ter. 

Polato Secnes.—Mash half a pound of 
cold potatoes, add a little sall, then 
knead in as much flour as the potatoes 
wilt take up, being careful not to allow it 
{¢ become lumpy; add as much milk as 
you require to make a stiff dough. Roll 
cut very thin, cut into small rounds 
with a tumbler, and prick with a fork. 
Bake on a hot griddle for about five 
minutes, turning so as to brown on both 
sides, ‘These can be easily baked, but 
must be turned, Serve hot, 

Ashantee Pudding.—Half a pound of 
chopped suet, half a pound of bread- 
crumbs, three ounces cf ground rice, 
twe ounces of flour, a teaspoonful of 
baking powder, the grated rind of a 
lemon, three eggs, and a little milk. 
Mix the dry ingredients together, then 
add fhe eggs and milk, place In a nicely= 
greased mould, and steam for two hours. 
Turn out, and serve with sweet sauce, 

Salted Almends.—Pour bolling water 
over one pound of nuts, let stand until 
cool; take out a few at a Ume, as they 
blanch more easily when damp. Lay on 
a paper over night to dry, In the morn- 
ing put.in-the oven. When heated take 
outy pul in a pee of butter the size of 
an English walnut, Stir thorcughly, salt 
{g taste. Put back in oven, stir repeat- 
edly until a delicate brown, Do nob have 
oven too hot or they will burn. Better 
watch them closely, 

Turkey Scallop—Ma&ke a pint of 
gravy from the bones and skin; chop fine 
bits cf meat picked from the bones ; have 
ready a buttered pudding dish with a 
layer of dried and rojled bread or cracker 
crumbs. Add a layer of the minced tur- 
key and dot with bits of butler, season- 
int with salt und pepper.

VOLCANO SANK IN EARTH 


AN ISLAND WAS TEEQLOWN UP BY 
THE SBA, 
Transformation in Behring Sea- Could 


Not Land on Voleanic 
Island. 


Last July the startling discovery was 
made by the officers of the U. S, revenue 


cutter McCulloch that an island had ap- 


peared over night in Behring Sea, 
eoughed up by a volcano in the vicinity 
of Unalaska, 

Sleam was issuing from every pore 


and fissure, and showers of Java dust 
sifted down upon the head of the olfli- 
cers of the revenue culler, whe sought 
tu go ashore to raise the Ar an tag 
above the voleanic yisilor. © efforts 
were made to land, one in July and the 
other in August, bul the cooling process 
was slow and the baffled oflicers de- 
cided to retire for two months. Mean- 
while they speculated on the possibility 
of uddilions to Uncle Sam's island pos- 
sessions. Pessibly the volcano might 
cough again, 

It was Octeber 15 when the McCulloch 
visited the scene again, and the remark- 
able transformation that had occurred 
in the eight weeks is best described in 
the words of Lieutenant B, H. Camden, 
whose report reached Washington the 
other day, 


MeCULLOCH PEAK DISAPPEARS. 


In this document he says + 
“Over the land there was no evidence 
ef the cloud that had hitherto been vis- 
ible for such a great distance, and it was 
evident that there was but little steam 


escaping from Perry and MeCulloch 
peaks, from which dense volumes es- 


caped at the time of the visit of this ves- 
so’ in August, 

“MeCulloch peak, 895 feet high, with a 
base 1,700 by 2,000 feet, had entirely 
disappeared, leaving the half of Perry 
peak, wilh ils perpendicular wall, stand- 
ing in grim silence os a headstone at the 
grave of the departed peak. 

Towever, a nearer view disclosed the 
fact that McCulloch peak had not died 
without a struggle or wilhout leaving 
some evidence of its short existence, for 
astonishing changes had occurred in the 
profiles in the peaks, the rugged outlines 
of each of which had been softened to 
a general symmetry by a padding of 
lava dust thal almest disguised them be- 
yond recognition, while the’ sand _ spil 
connecting the peaks had attained a 
height varying from 20 to 100 feet, as 


shown by the contour lines in the 
sketch, 

FIND NEW BAY. 
“Inecalculable tons of material, hun- 


dreds of feet In depth, had’ been deposi- 
ted over the entire island, Fire island 
and, Perry peak now towered into the air 
with a gentle incline, rising {rem the 
beach, several hundred yards distant, 
to their summits. 

“At intervals a mass of lava dust 
would be jarred or blown from its bed 
high up among the rocks and come tear- 
ing down the cliffs to the beach, raising 
a cloud of dust with it that is almost 
identical in appearance with the vapor 
rising near by, and leaving its slarting 
point bare and white in contrast with the 
ceclor of the undisturbed dust covering 
the adjacent racks,” 

The officers decided not to land. But 
they sailed around the island and no- 


trumpeted in a very high-pitched voice, |Jiced that while there had been. a disap- 


pearance of the peaks and transforma- 
tion in topography, the island had ac- 
tually widened. ’ 

A deep bay more than half a mile in 
diameter had appeared since the lust 
visil, and on one side of it a precipitous 
wall 100 feel high appeared. From the 
surface of the bay a dense cloud of steam 
and smoke arose, A thick deposit of sul- 
phur was on the beach, and ils fumes 
could be detecled by the officers two 
miles away. ‘The officers took final leave 
of their discovery, for they realized that 
it might disappear entirely before their 
next yisil,

One hears so much 
of suffering and oppression among the 
peasant class of that country that such 
an instance of fidelity as is told in “An 
Englishwoman in Russia”. strikes a 
charming nole, More than fifty years 
ago Count B.° owned very extensive 
landed properly, which. came to him 
while he was a young orphan, 

On attaining his majority he visited 
his estates, He reached his largest one 
unobserved, as he thought. by the vil- 
lagers. The next morning he was 
aroused by a great tumult in the court- 
yard, and on looking out saw the 
whole place crowded with peasantry. 
The fear presented ilsejf that the serfs 
had arisen, and had designed his de- 
struction, 

Resolved to meet his fate boldly, the 
count dressed himself and ventured 
down. He was received by shouls 
which did not yveassure him. Then 
silence fell upon the group, Two or 
three of the oldest peasants advanced 
and begged to know, with great respect, 
if it were true, as they head heard, 
that he was deeply involved in debt.

The attendance was not nearly as 
| large as it should have been. Instead 
of dozens it should be hundreds that 
attend these Farmers’ Institute meet- 
ings. The government is spending 
thousands of dollars in_ developing ex- 
perimental farms and farming col- 
leges, and then sending out the re- 
sults to the farmers direct tnrough 
mouths of clever and practical 
speakers. It will be the fault of the 
farmers themselves if they do not 
greatly benefit from the information 
so freely offered them. 
Mr. Drury, a practical and success- 
ful farmer’s son of a former Minister 
of Agriculture in the Ontario Govern- 
ment,spoke on the subject of ‘‘ crops, 
the proper preparation of the soil, 
drainage, etc. For the latter, he 
advocated tiles, placed close together, 
the closer the better, put carefully, 
proper level and slopes. He illustrat- 
ed with diagrams on the blackboards, 
showing how the water level could be 
lowered, and the advantages there- 
from. In an easy conversational ad- 
dress he pointed out the benefits of 
short rotation of crops, urged the 
sowing of clover, and the plowing up 
of same at end of first year filling up 
the soil with the necessary yegetable 
matter; plowing just deep enough to 
suit the various kinds of soi], but not 
to turn up sub-soi); the necessity of 
keeping the moisture under the 
ground, not on top; sowing with any. 
| kind of a dril] better than broadcast, 
and to harrow after seeding, but not 
to roll, and he gave instances of the 
good results of harrowing after the 
seed was up. He advocated fall plow- 
ing and harrowing in the spring the 
best for crops, and showing how to

Miss Rose took for her subject the 
‘Dairy Cow,” at the request of the 


Jadies present, She described the 
1 


ant features of farm life and work. 
Incidentally she said that the care and 
attention necessary for a large dairy 
herd would serve to keep the men out 
ot the way of the women in the 
kitchen, She urged that the girls 
and boys should be enconraged to take 
an interest in dairying by payin 
them a percentage of the butter an 
milk, in fact if the boys and girls were 
better paid by the parents they would 
in many instances not be so eager to 
leave the farm. For snecessful dairy- 
ing the first requisite was a good dairy 
cow, then she described proper 
housing, feeding, and care generally, 
to obtain the best results. A ‘* good” 
dairy cow should give 6000 pounds of 
milk per year, which would mean 250 
pounds of butter. An “ideal” cow 
at the Guelph Agricultural College 
gaye 20,000 pounds of milk, 1,000 
pounds of butter, They should keep a 
Tull account of each cow, and test at 
least once a month, then weed ont 
any cow that was not up to the 
standard set. She told of meeting an 
apparently well satisfied farmer who 
boasted that a cow gave him 100 
pounds of butter in a year, and yet 
when she got him to figure up the cost 
of keeping her he found he was about 
$5.00 0ut eyery year. Miss Rose de- 
scribed very interestingly the process 
of nature in making the milk in the 
cow's system which she said was a 
wonderful miracle—from the eating of 
the grass changing to red blood, this 
jagain being changed to white milk. 
Given proper treatment, the cow was 
one of the best paying features of the 
farm. 

Mr, Richard Keene, President of the 
North Hastings Farmers’ Institute, 
presided as chairman of the meeting, 
while Mr, Fred Comerford, the

At the time the King was 
bern there was not a single telegraph- 
line in use in this country, apart from 
a few private lines used by the rail- 
Way companies for their own purposes. 
The inventors could not obtain any 
recognition, and for five years strug-
